A Liverpool dispatch of the 30th ult. 
says of the scarcity of cotton in England: 
“The Cotton Supply Association has 
adopted a resolution looking to the speedy 
development of railways in India in order 
to facilitate the exportation of cotton 
from that country. This courseis taken 
in consequence of the insufficiency of.the 
supply from the United States. Thestock 
of American cotton is not large enough to 
keep the mills of Lancashire fully en- 
gaged,”’ 

The cotton trade, says the London Ship- 
ping Gazette, is stillin a very pecuiiar po- 
sition. The struggle between Liverpool 
‘and Manchester, which has been going on 
for so long a time, hasresulted in the par- 
tial defeat of the latter. The position of 
the raw material is statistically strong, 
while the stocks of cotton goods through- 
out the world have been greatly reduced 
in consequence of the restricted exports 
from this country. Holders of raw cotton 
have been favored by the fact that money 
has continued cheap, which has given 
them a considerable advantage in the 
contest with the spinners. There is very 
little doubt, however, that the latter 
have pursued the right policy in a. 
their purchases to the utmost extent, an 
they may not have cause to regret having 


done so, The restricted’ consumption 
which has been going on has 
imparted a healthy tone to 
both the Liverpool and Manchester 


markets, and more activity may be an- 
ticipated in both, until, at least, present 
wants have been supplied. The immedi- 
ate cause of the return of activity is the 
condition of the Eastern markets, which 
must by this time be pretty bare ef goods. 
The shipments to India, as we have fre- 
quently pointed ont, have beeyv on an un- 
usually small seale for some time past, 
and altogether out of proportion to the 
requirements of so large a population. 
On the other hand, the exports to China 
have beon greatly on the increase, These, 
however, have been rapidly absorbed, 
especially so far as the Northern ports are 
concerned—a fact which goes far to prove 
that we are as yet unaware of the great 
capabilities of the China market, trade 
with which would almost @ppear to be in 
its infancy, 

The American markets have also shared 
in the improved feeling, not, however, 
from an exhaustion of stocks, which are 
at present sufficiently large, but rather 
from the growing belief that cotton must 
continue to advance in consequence of 
the altered aspect of affairs. From South 
America, too, the reports are such as to 
lead tothe belief that, now that politics 
have assumed a more peaceful attitude, 
the usualsupplies of cotton goods will be 
required. From this changed position of 
the cotton goods market, it is evident that 
an increased demand for raw cotton may 
be anticipated. 

It is difficult to see, however, how anv 
greatly increased demand can be satisfied 
out of present resources. The quantity of 
cotton on hand in Liverpool is very small, 
having only increased by 13,700 bales since 
since the opening of the year. It may be 
noted that the average stock held twenty 
years ended 1860 was no less than 747,000 
Hales, the quantity on hand at the pres- 
ent time being 368,800, or less than half 
that amount. Even if we take the case 
of the last three years, the stock is at an 
unusually low ebb. In July, 1866, the 
quantity held was $1,020,000 hales; in 1867, 
738,000; and in 1868, 603,000—the ayerage 
being 788,000 hales, It has, howeyer, heen 
gradually declining, unre it has reached 
the presént low figure. But any inerease 
in consumption would force prices up to 
such a point as to prohibit shipments of 
nods to any great extent, and we doubt 
if the foreign markets are yet sufficient 
denuded of goods to tilow of any mate- 
rial inerease in prices abroad, For this 
reason weincline to the belief that the 
activity which has lately set in through 
the Manchester market is of a temporary 
nature, and will not be maintained in the 
face of a continued rise in the price of the 
raw material, 


TRADE. 
The past week has shown very evident 
all branches of trade.

The dry goods market remains much as 

it was last week, “Some reductions are 

being made onthe light styles of goods, 

which are suitable only for summer wear, 

owing to the advanced stage of the sea- 

son, but all staples are firm with some 

speculative demand, Seyeral af our mer- 

chants are East laying in stocks and others 

will soon follow. 

In boots and shoes business has been 
active during the week. There is no 

change in prices of light goods, but heavy 

fall wear is looking up. The Shoe Re- 

porter says of the Rasten market: “ More 

bysiness’ has been doing in gents’ fine, 

ladies’ and misses’ boots and shoes. Prices 

remain firm, although an effort has been 

made on the part of purchasers to reduce 
them. The surplus stock is nearly ex- 
haysted, and njyanufaetyrers are not dis- 
posed to extend their production beyond, 
what they have orders for, hence the prob- 
ability-that if prices do not adyance, they 
will not, at all events, recede. Many 
goods are moving just now, and the side- 
walks of PearPstreet ahaw that life and 
activity pervades the market. As the 
large houses from all sections are now 
represented here, and freights are more 
reasonable, it is likely that the trade will 
increase daily, and continue to do so un- 
til near the close of the fall season.”

The revenue laws operate probably 
harder upon those whé deal in tobacco 
and cigars than any other class of the 
community. So few understand what is 
required, and the department interpreting 
the law to suit its own ends, gives a yast 
amount of trouble and annoyance. Com- 
missioner Delano, in a recent circular, 
says: 

Section 72 makes it the duty of every 

rson who empties any stamped box, 

ag, vessel, Wrapper, or envelope of any 
kind containing tobacco or snuff to de- 
stroy the stamped portion, And any per- 
son who willfully neglects or refuses to 
do so is liable, on conviction, to be fined 
350 and imprisoned not less than ten days 
nor more than six months, 


-This provision of law applies not only 
to retail dealers who empty wooden 
packages dy retailing their contents, but 
also to every person who purchases to- 
bacco for his own use, and empties such 
packages. He must destroy the stamped 
portion, The law in this respect will be 
sufficiently complied with if the stamp is 
thoroughly mutilated or destroyed, with- 
out destroying the particular part of the 
box, jar, bladder, bag, or other enclosure 
used in packing tobacco, snut? and cigars. 

To sell or give away, buy, accept, or use 
for putting up tobacco or snuff, any empty 
stamped box, bag, vessel, wrapper. or en- 
velop of any kind, or the stamped por- 
tion thereof, renders a person liable, on 
conviction, to a fine of $100, and impris- 
onment for not less than twenty days and 
not more than one year,

FREE DELIVERY. 


Free delivery of Letters by Carriers at the 
residence of owners may be secured by ob- 
serving the following Rules: ; 

1, Direct letters plainly to the street and 
number, as well as the Postoffice and State. 

2. Head letters with the name of the wri- 
ter’s Postoffice and State, Street and Number. 
Sign them with full name, and request that 
answers be directed accordingly. 

3. Letters sent to strangers or transient vis- 
itors in town or city, whose special address 
may be unknown, should be marked on the 
lower left hand corner with the word “ Tran- 
sient.’’ 

4. Place the postage stamp on the upper 
right hand corner, and leave space between 
the stamp and direction for post marking, 
without interfering with the writing. 

N.B.—A request for the return of a letter to 
the writer, If unclaimed within thirty days 
or less, written or printed, with the writer’s 
name, Postoffice and State across the left 
hand side of the envtlope, on the face side, 
will be complied with. Letters bearing such 
endorsements will be returned to the writer, 
free of postage. 

Parties now renting Boxes, or receiving 
their mail matter through the General Deliv- 
ery, can receive their miails at their resi- 
dences or places of business, regularly and 
without risk, by the Carrier system of Free 
Delivery. An order to this effect left at the 
Chief Clerk’s desk will secure immediate at- 
tention. 

The advantage of the Free Delivery system 
cannot be too highly estimated. It is more 
regular, more secure, and more convenient 
than the box system. Many letters pass 
through the mails, reach this city, and are 
deposited inthe boxes safely, but because of 
a divided responsibllity, fail to reach the firm 
or family addressed, 

The Carriers are all sworn toa faithful per- 
formance of service, and are under heavy 
bonds for an honest discharge of duty. 

If the business community could be tn- 
duced to cease sending boys to the Postoffice 
for their mail matter, and accept the means 
provided by the Department fora safe deliy- 
ery of letters through responsible carriers, a 
great evil would be corrected, and-many 
losses (NOW occurring) prevented. 

Valuable Letters should be carried tothe 
Postoffice and registered, If money is to be 
remitted, a Postal Money Order should Be ob- 
tained. If upon points where there is no 
money order office, then the letter should be 
registered. Money should never be enclosed 
in an ordinary letter,

STAMPS CUT PROM STAMPED ENVEL- 
OPES, 


Stamps cut from stamped enyelopes cannot 
be used to prepay postage. The use of such 
stamps is punishable by a fine of $50. The 
regulations of 1866 provide that. “they lose 
their legal value.” The postage on stamped 
envelopes spoiled in directing may be re- 
funded in stamps by a Postmaster if they 
have never been sent by mail, and the misdi- 
rection actually occurred at the place where 
redemption is claimed. Inno case is an en-
